Mr, Price advised that Dr. Earl Rose, Medical Examiner 
fS> Dallas County, performed an autopsy on the body of Oswald and 
tE => Dr. Rose probably would have observed the body more minutely

Mr. Price further advised that Carl Dockery, a resident 
in=2rn at Parkland Memorial Hospital, made photographs on 35 mn, 
firs of Oswald while Oswald was in surgery prior to his death 
an-— that this film was impounded and is currently in his private 
pC‘>=sssion as a result of instructions by the Board of Directors 
cf =he hospital. He stated the film has not been developed and 
it -wiil be produced upon the issuance of a subpoena duces tecum 
acd.c--assed to him and/or Edward R. Maher, President of the Board.

On Februery 25, 1964, Miss Audrey N. Boll, a registered 
nuxse, employed as Supervisor of Operating and Recovery Rooms, 
Parkland Memorial Hospital, Dallas, advised she observed Lee Harvey 
Oswald at Perkland Memorial Hospital on November 24, 1963, in the 


energency reoma and during her stay with him she did not havo an 


cpoortunity to observe any old scars on his left inner wrist. 


On February 25, 1964, Dr. Earl Forrest Rese, Dallas County 
Medical Examiner, Parkiand Memorial Hospital, advised he performed 
an autopsy’ on the body of Lee Harvey Oswald at 2:45 p.m. on 
November 24, 1963, and that the autopsy report which he prepared 
wus No, M63-356. It is noted on page 2, line 12 through line 13, 
there is a transverse 1 3/4 inch slightly raised white scar on the 


volar aspect of the left wrist. 


Another scar on the left wrist is recorded at the ond. 
of the first paragraph, pege 2, lines 19 and 20, which is deecribed 
as & verticel 1 1/2 inch scar with cross-hatching over the medial 
aspect of the mid-distal third cof the left arn, 


Dr. Rose noted that the transverse scar on the left wrist, 
noted on lines 12 and 13, might possibly be associated with a 
Suicide xuttempt. 


Dx. Rose advised he has 27 color 35 mm. Kodachrome slides 
which he made during the autcpsy which have been developed and 
were obsarved to be over-exposed which ke stated could be produced 
if necessary fox appropriate exsmination. Dr. Rose projected the 
slides in tne presence of Spacial Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and the scars are not noticeably apparent in them, 
Thess slides are numbered 3 and 4 of Parkland Memorial Hospital

On February 26, 1964, Mr. Pavl J. Groody, Embalmer and 
Funeral Director; Charles B, Miller, owner, and Allen S. Baumgarder, 
Apprentice-Znubalmer, Miller Funeral Home, 5805 Camp Bowie Bivd., 
Fort Worth, Yexzs, all advised that at the time the body of Lee 
Farvey Oswald was enbalmed they did not cbserve any type of scar 


on the leit wrist of Cswald,. 


.On February 28, 1964, Robert L; Oswald, 1009 Sierra, 


Denton, Texas, advised that on Jauuary 19, 1964, both Marina Oswald 


and James Herbert Martin, her business manager at that time, 
mentioned something to him about the possibility that Lee Harvey 
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Oswald had attempted to commit suicide at one time. Both Marina 
Oswald end Martin stated they had known nothing ebout it until 
some mention was made of an entry to this effect in the diary of 
Lee Barvey Cswald found by federal investigators, Robert Oswald 
stsiead that both Merina Oswald and Martin stated they kad never 
hazvd of any attempt by Lee Harvey Oswald to caonmit suicide but 

_ Merina Oswald stated she had noticed a scar on Lee's wrist and ~*" 
had asked him about it several times, According to Robert Oswald, 
Marine Oswald indicated that Lee Harvey Oswald did not answer her 
quevies and never made any explanation as to how he got this scar.
